«« HE 23d of June in the Morning, the reft 

“of .he “oor, were left behind, /ar- 

rivd in ihe Camp, as did alfo the Arril- 

levy. Corsec Oberg, who had plac’d 

himfelf in Ambuth near the Camp of the 

Enemy, who were, advanc’d to Bagauolo, fe! upon 

jome Waggons luaded with Pontons, and defeaced 

their Guaid of 40 Men, of whem he fent 12 witha 

Commiffary to che Camp, the reft were kiw’d : He 

afterwards march’d towards Caftiglione, to endea- 

vour to furprize the Cannon the Enemy were con- 
ducting thither ; but he mifs’d bis Aim. 

The 24:h we had Advice, that the Enemy had de- 
camp'd from Bagnuolc, and were marching in great 
Hurry and Confufion ; whereupon our Aimy conti- 
nued their Merch likewife ; But a great Rain failing, 
and Intelligence being brought to us that the Enemy 
were retir'd towrrds Manerbio, the Army halted and 
pafs'd the Night a Mile on rother fide the Bridge of 
Gatel: Major Eben who kept following the Enemy, 
fent 30 Piiloners to the Camp. 

The 25th Major Eben return’d to the Camp with 


fome Booty, after having defeated a Party of 50 


Horfe. Our Army purfued their March to Maner- 
bio ; but found the Enemy too advanragioufly pott- 
ed to attack them; and therefore ic was judg'd fir 
we fhould decamp, after we had taken fume Reft. 

The 26th the Army encamp’d between Maclo and 
Lugrato, whither the Baggage arriv'd from Ronca- 
dello. 

The 27th we continued our March in 3 Columns 
towards Urago. Prince Eugene wen: before to view 
the Pofts; but this March being long and tirefume, 
part of the Foot got to the Camp by 4 in the After- 
noon, and the reft did not come up till very lare. 
His Highnefs immediately caus’d 30 Pieces of Can- 
non to be plac’d on a rifing Ground,which made fuch 
a Fire on the Exemigs Guard of Horfe and on their 
- Foor that were poftrd in the Ditches, as oblig’d them 
to abandon their Pofts ; which done the Prince caus’d 
part of the Hurfe co ford rhro’ the River : The Regi- 
meni of Herbeville pafs'd firft fuccefsfully ; buc the 
‘Warer beirg very bigh, Count Serini was unfortu- 
nattly drown’d in che Paflage, with fome other Horfe ; 
he is much lamenred for his Valour and Experience. 
The Horfe having. fwum over, Man were fer to work 
to lay a Bridge. 

The 28ch the Enemy abandon'd their Pofts on the 
other fide of the River ; and the Bridge being ready 
betimes in the Morning, the Infantry began co pafs 
over. It would have been almcft impoffible for us to 
pafs, had we not been too quick fur the Enemy 5 
becaufe of the Rifing-grounds that commaned the 
River and of fevtral Canals more difficult to pafs 
than the Oxlio. Abour Noon 1oo Spaniards that 
were in Calzo furrender’d at Difcretion, 

The 29:h we had Advice the Enemy's Army were 
at Soncino : feveral Parties were fent to view the Pof- 
ture they were in. 

The 30:h Order was fent to Colonel Gelhorn, to 
fend over the Lake of Guarda the heavy Cannon that 
were in“Tirol, with the Ammunitions neceffary for 


the Artillery, and to fend them with all Expedition 
to the Army, with the Troops and Recruns thac 
were come to him from Germany, guarded by Co- 
lonei Batte. 

| July, 1. We had Intelligence the Enemy continue 
near Soncino, and that 6 Batcalions of Spaniards were 
retird from Paiazzuolo ; and General Vifconti and 
—_ Jofeph of Lorraine were feat in Parfuir: of 

em, 

Vhe 2d an Officer came from General Vifconti 
with Advice, that he had overcaken thole 6 Bartali- 
ons within a League or Bergamo, and cthac having 
attack’d them with his Horte, he kill’d feveral ot 
them ; thacthereupon the knemy fled towards the 
Mountains, bur he furrounding them, rill his Grena- 
deers were come up, and then thofe Grenadcers be- 
ginning to charge them, the Enemy beat a Puricy, 
and yielded themfcives Prifoners of War; Colonel 
Louvignies excepied, who with the Men he com- 
manded reur'd-to the Mountains. In this Acticn our 
Officersand Soldiers acquird groatGlory ; the Herfe 
without firing a Shor attack’d che Enetny’s Infancry 
Sword in Hand, and rouced them ; and the Grena- 


diers aficr they had march’d 4 German Leagues, 


fought as briskly as if they had bur juft come from 
the amp.

From the Camp before Chivas, July 10. The 3d of 
this Month, a Mine was {prung under the Angle of 
the Covert-Way ; fevcral of the Enemy’s Soldiers 
were kill’d by ic, and our Men immediately lodg’d 
themfelves there. The 4th the Befieged made a Sal- 
ly to beat us out of that Lodgment: But the 2 Com- 
pie of Grenadiers of the Regiment of Auvergne 

ought with fo great Valour, that they repuls'd them, 
killing 150 Men. We have fince laboured to extend 
that Lodgment, and to raife a Battery on the Coverc- 
Way to make Breaches in the Body of the Place. ihe 
Sieur d’ Arennes attacks by Trenches the Catfivces the 
Enemy have fortified on the other fide of the Po, and 
us hop’d he will foonbe able to force them. The 6:h 
the D. of Vendome being it.form’d the D. de la Feuillade 
was on the March,to joi him with: o Batrallionsand 1 
Regiment of Dragouns,detatch’d the Countd’Eftain in 
the Evening with 3 00oHor{e and 20 Companies of Gre- 
nadiers. The Duke de la Feuillade had been obferv'd 
3 Days by 1000 of the Enemy’s Horfe : Arriving in 
the Valley of Lanzo near Cirie, he found that the 
Bridge over which he was to pafs the Srure was 
guarded by 400 Foot fupported by the Enemy’s Horfe. 
He prepar’d to force his Paflige; bur 5 fmali 
Field- Pieces he had with him had bur juft began to 
Fire, when the Count d’ Eftrain arriv’d and charg’d 
the Enemy, of whom 250 were killed, and 50 taken 
with 100 Horfe which were broughc to the Camp, 
where the Duke de la Feuillade arriv’d the 9th. 
Since the Duke of Vendome was join’d by thefe 
Succours, he has made a Detachment of 9 Satralions 
and 10 Squadrons to join the Army in Lombardy, 
whether he himfelf wiil go in a few Days.

Turin, July 8. The Fignch continue the Siege of 
Chivas, and their Approaches agantt the Potts we 
have on the other tide cf the Po on the Rifing 
Grounds of Caftagneto, with all podible Vigour, buc 
they are as well defended. The Night berween the 
2d and 3d Inflanc, the Encmy carried on their 
Trenches to the Saliane Angie cf che Cover'd-Way of 
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Chivas, aid {prung of out Mines,which facceeded 
with that Advantage to them thaet they made a 
Lodgmeut ; the Beficged endeavoured to hinder 
them, but the Eremy made fo great a Fire, that af- 
ter 45 or 50 of our Men were killed, the reft retired 3 
the lols of the Enemy was much greater. The 
French having been twice repulfed in atcacking a 
fortified Catline on the other fide of the Po, have 
opened Trenches before it, and make their Approach- 
es with as much Caution as if it were a reguiar for- 
tified Town: they bawer this Cailine with 22 Pieces 
of Cannon, but to no great purpofe as yet, and have 
already loft before ic about 800 Men, and we recx- 
on that fince they have been before Chivas, they 
have lott above 2000 killed or Deferters, Yctterday 
we recciv'd Advice by an Exprefs from Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy, that he bad happily paft the Ogho, 
which good News was immediately fent to His Roy- 
a! Highnefs our Duke, who is with bis Army at 
Caftagacro. 
From the Paris Gazette, da'ed July 25. 

Pars, July 25. We have receiv’d Advice thit the 
Enemy having march’d the Nighc be ween the 17th 
aid 13h of this Month, furpiiz'd a Barrier where 
was bata very {mall Guard, and ensred the Lines 
near Tirlemont, be:ween Hillefhe:m and lower Het- 
pen. The neighbouring Troops drew together aud 
fouyh: wih cx:raordinary Valour, buc being too 
weak, recreaed in very good Order. We loft 7 or 
Sco Men, 10 Pieces of Cannon and fome Baggage ; 
bur the Enemy loit near as many Men; the Army 
drawing together march’d to Louvain, and on the 
roth encamp'd on the other fide of Louvain and of 
the Dyle to cover the Country. The Bremy 1s en- 
camo'd on this Gle Leavain. 

We have alfo Advice char the Duke of Vendome 
has joyn'd the Grand Prior with 7oco Men, and that 
he isencamo'd at Ficfco, beyond Crema wirhin a 
Mite of the Imperial Army, from which he ts fepara- 
tcd only by 2 Canals. 

From che Antwerp Courant. dated July 28. 

Louvain, July 26. The Armies con nue in the 
former Pofts before this Place. Many Delerters come. 
over daily from the Enemy, who all agree that Pro- 
viGions are very dear in the Enemy's Camp, bur that 
co Day they expecta great Convoy, cogecher wich 
fome heavy Cannon from Maeftrichr; co guard which 
fafe en their Army, the Duke of Marlborough detaci d 
2000 Horle yefterday towards Tongres. His Electoral 
Highn-fs of Bavaria took a View this Morning of all 
the Pofts of our Camp and alfo of this Town. Our 
Army is reinfore’d Daily, Laft Nigh: a Party of 
140 Snanith Horfe fell upon a Parry of 300 of 
the Encmy’s Foor between Florival and Waver, 
who were going from Iudoigne to the Enemy's Cam 
with go Waggons with Bread and Beer for the Hef- 
fian Troops, kiil’d 80 of them on the Spor, and took 
127, whom with the Waggons they brought this 
Morning into our Camp. This Morning the Eocmy 
have fent a great deal of their Baggaxe towards 
Baurerfem, and over the Rivulet of Velpe, with 
whar detign we cannot tell. 

Mechlen, July 27. Laft Night feveral Couriers paft 
through this Place with Advice that Yelterday to- 
wards the Evening the Enemy’s Army were preparing 
to pafs the Dyle on one fide or other of Louvain, 
but that our Army were prepared to give them a 
good’ Receprion.
